"There are few of us who are not 
convinced that German Hohenzol- 
Icrnism must be destroyed in order 
that world peace— we proudly call It 
•Pax Britannica'— may endure" . . . 
"We have inherited the present 
•ocial development of centuries from 
those who went before us. That 
inheritance is threatened. We must 
fight to keep it as our fathers fought 
to make it" ... 

The filler in those days was in 
some cases Iwttcr than the usual 
run of a joke with which blank 
■paces are filled in our modem 
■Daily*! and In some cases worse; to 
wit: 

"Three More German ships sunk 

this morning." 
"Who by?" . .. - 

"I dunno, but I think it was the 

Hews."

By Hundreds 

Toronto University had by 
yesterday afternoon received 304 
applications for harvesting work 
from men who are nob taking 
medicine or science, as these 
were ruled ineligible. There was 
a certain hesitation at first due 
to a general lack of information, 
but this was rectified when ar- 
rangements were made with the 
department of National Defence 
to grant leave from C.O.T.C. 
activities, and when it was an- 
nounced that on. the return of 
the Students on November 9th 
there would be a three week spe- 
cial course for those who had 
taken part in the harvesting; 
also that particular considera- 
tion would be given by the revis- 
ing Committee at the time of the 
annual examinations to ^ the 
papers of those who had parti- 
cipated, there was an increase in 
applications. 

Quceni^ Pays Room' Expensu 

Yesterday morning over two 
hundred of the students of Queens' 
University were waiting in either 
Montreal or Toronto with their 
warrants for transportation to the 
Com Belt The University has 
agreed, owing to the shortage of 
living quarters, to pay half the 
rental of her members* room ex- 
penses to hold the rooms till the 
return of the students on Novem- 
ber the ninth. No classes will be 
suspended while the harvesters are 
awtiy. niough if necessary men will 
be allowed to stay away till the 
fifteenth, the Principal emphasized
